To find out all about the cost of dating, SEVENTEEN con- 
sulted fifty boys who go to high school—and date—in all 
parts of the country. For a month each boy kept a record 
of every penny he spent on girls, then sent his record to 
SEVENTEEN—with comments.

In money matters (as in everything else) boys are non- 
conformist, difficult to pigeonhole.

Curtis manages the basketball 
team, Mimi is timekeeper. They have passes to games. 

Bill Beeh, 17, of Portland, Oregon, has a date with Julie 
every Friday and Saturday night. On Tuesday nights they 


go to a church meeting, eat afterward. Bill’s expenses:

Four post-basketball game dances at school 1.40 
Jazz concert 5.50 
Bowling 2.10 
Food (pizza, hamburgers, soft drinks, sodas) 13.10

Fifty boys reveal facts and figures on the cost of dating 


the fifty boys questioned, Bill earns the money he spends 
by working on Saturdays. (The boys’ jobs range from clerk- 
ing in a store and delivering groceries to being a newspaper 
copy boy and working on a construction gang.) 

Food (chiefly hamburgers, pizza, sundaes, soft drinks) 
is a universal expense; it turns up whether the date is a 
Sunday walk in the country or a formal dance. Philosophies 
about girls and food (how much a girl should eat) differ. 
Bill Miller, 18, of Cheyenne, Wyoming, expects his date to 
eat a lot because he does. “I’m six feet six inches tall and 
have a huge appetite,” says Bill. “A typical snack for me 
and my date includes two quarts of milk, two orders of 
French fries and four hamburgers. Naturally, most of my 
date money disappears on food.” A more austere point of 
view is held by Bob Hunt, 17, of Salem, Virginia. He says: 
“I think it’s perfectly silly to buy more than a Coke and 
French fries after a basketball game. A girl is supposed 
to be fed at home.” Most girls are—and they feed the boys 
too. Almost half of the boys reported that the girls they date 
provide food—everything from chicken dinner on Sunday to 
a glass of milk before heading home after a date. 

Bob added to his comments about food: “Of course a 
dinner date is different!” He and fifteen other boys reported 
that they treated a girl to dinner at least once during the 
month. Cost of the dinners (plus tip) ranged from $2.43 (two 
salads, two sandwiches) to $4.25 (“Chinese dinner for two”) 
to an impressive $7 (a steak dinner birthday celebration). 

“Normal dating is not so crushingly expensive,” says Ed 
Miller, 16, of Pittsburgh, Penn- 


sylvania. ‘“Wallet-emptying ex- 
periences are birthdays and 
all the other special occasions 
when gift buying is necessary.”

A girl who lived in the country in Jane Austen’s England 150 years ago 
saw few faces apart from those of her own family—usually a large one. Letters 
took the place of telephones; if she lived more than a few miles away from 
a girl friend. she visited her for a month instead of a weekend because of 
rough roads and the difficulties of traveling. With no movies, Tv or records 
for amusement. with new novels costing anywhere between five and fifteen 
dollars, she belonged to a local circulating library and read the latest books 
aloud to her family after dimmer or played the piano. An occasional ball was 
the highlight of the season. If an educated girl didn’t marry, she had nothing 
to look forward to except a dreary future as an old maid or becoming a 
governess, which was just as bad. 

Jane Austen (1775-1817) was one of six children in a well-bred country 
family of moderate means; she began writing stories in her early teens to 
amuse herself and her beloved older sister, Cassandra, picturing the family 
and social life of her time with vivid and gay perception. She is today perhaps 
the most misunderstood novelist in the English language. Many readers think 
of her as a simpering bore, either because they haven’t read any of her novels 
(she wrote six; best known is Pride and Prejudice from which the Broadway

And one more thought: it might just be easier for Frank 
to mend his hurt feelings without your help. Can you let him? 


Q: | can’t seem to keep a boy... 


I’ve never had much luck with boys: Last year I met a boy 


from a nearby college who seemed to like me. He was from the 
South, a football star and very handsome. I guess I fell for his 
“Southern charm,” because I’m sure he dated me only to eat 


at my house and use my car. Anyhow, it didn’t last very long. 

I’ve always had a nice figure and people have told me I’m 
very pretty. Maybe that’s why I never bothered to develop a 
good personality—I’m just shy and quiet. I may sound con- 
ceited but I’ve really got an inferiority complex.

A: Maybe you're being left out because your dates are 
weary of running the obstacle course you’ve set in their paths.

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{ “Of course I get stung! Every beekeeper does, 
but I stopped minding it years ago.” Nina Dickinson, 16, of Winterset, 
Iowa has been busy with bees since she was twelve. A 4-H project got 
her started on bees; now she has fifty hives and a $700-a-year 
honey business. “Bees aren’t all honey,” says Nina, “they’re work too!” 

Nina has just installed twenty-five packages of new bees. (She 
ordered the bees from a bee farm. There are fifteen thousand bees to 
a package which costs $6.) Nina’s bees came by express safely encased 
in wire mesh inside a wooden crate. Nina put them into the boxlike 
hives she had built. Inside the hives were man-made metal honey- 
combs filled with enough sugar and water to carry the new bees over 
their orientation period—even bees have it easy these days! Once the 
bees were used to their new home, they did their own foraging for 
sugar and water (nectar) from flowers blooming near the hives. 

“It is fascinating to see sixty thousand bees live together—hap- 
pily—in one hive. Not all bees are alike—not to me anyway,” Nina ex- 
plains. In each of her hives there is one queen bee (the only mother 
in the hive) and many, many worker bees (they collect nectar, con- 
struct new honeycombs, guard against intruders). There are many 
“do-nothing” bees in the hive, “And every one of them,” Nina gloats, 
“is male.” The drone bees (they’re all buzz and no bite: they have 
no stingers) number in the thousands, but only a few of them mate 
with the queen. The other drones lazy about until the nectar supply 
is low, then they are ousted because only those who work can eat. 

“I love to watch my bees live their beautifully organized life. At 
first I thought they were frightfully intelligent. But that’s not so,” 
says Nina. “It’s all instinct; they just know what to do.” 

One of the things that amazed Nina most is that bees “just know” 
how to make honey from the nectar they stash away in their hive. “It’s 
fascinating to watch them fan their wings furiously, making 
the nectar condense into the thick, sugary syrup which is honey.”

agreed that a relaxed, casual atmosphere 
makes a party glow. Igniter of the magic 
spark is the hostess, whose happy task it 
İs to see that everyone (herself included) 
has fun. General consensus was that her 
efforts in this direction should be felt, 
but mot seen or heard. The wise hostess 
“has things organized—but not too organ- 
ized”; calls on friends to help serve food 
and if the party doesn’t go as smoothly as 
She likes simply “pretends she is having 
a wonderful time—her guests will soon 
follow her example and enjoy themselves.” 
Party insurance: A good way to insure that 
the party will be a success is to lay a bit 
of groundwork beforehand. One reader 
Suggests party props scattered about to 
take care of lulls in the activity—a maga- 
zine with cartoons in it, a few decks of 
cards, dominoes . . .“Do not eall attention 
to these,” she says. “They will be dis- 
covered.” Another keeps her group mobile 
by removing most of the chairs. “Too much relaxation can be dan- 
gerous,” she warns. A third always invites “six or seven real live wires 
who can be depended on.” What about games as a device to keep a 
party popping? Answers to this question ranged from a triple- 
underlined “No!” to strong votes in favor of cards, charades, Tv panel 
games and outdoor games like shuffleboard and badminton. Generally, 
parties reported as “most fun” featured games as well as dancing. 
“Worst” parties were those at which “the boys just sat in one corner 
and the girls in the other.” Which brings us to the oft-penciled 
queries, “How do I get the boys to dance?” “How do I get couples to 
mix and like it?” Having your party fairly well organized helps. Food, 
drink and a variety of things to do and talk about can break down the 
wall shyness builds across a room. If the boys herd in a corner, drag 
them out with a mixer dance—the Grand Right and Left and spoon 
dance are favorites. Changing the tribal custom whereby “not one boy 
asks a girl who is not his date to dance” can be hard, particularly if it 
is well established in your neighborhood. As hostess, however, you 
set the tone for your party; prearrange a few double-cuts with good 
friends and other guests may follow your lead—and like it! 

No one wants amob. Though some parties are what a Florida girl 
called ‘‘ya-all come affairs” most teens have space and money limits 
to deal with (and find a deafening, overcrowded room fun for no one). 
Ideal number of guests: twenty to twenty-five, with a few, but not 
many, more boys than girls. Most girls quizzed felt crashers needn’t 
be invited in. (And wè agree!) Methods of dismissal vary from a polite 
request to leave—to a call for the police. 

“Different” parties (as distinguished from “the usual come, dance and 
go type”) won applause in our poll, Top-ranking: scavenger hunts 
and come-as-you-are parties. Since the come-as-you-are is basically a 
costume party without much fuss, it goes over well with boys. So too 
does a new contender from the West Coast, the beatnik party. For 
party purposes beatniks, taking their cue from the much-discussed 
“beat” generation, wear jeans and tattered T shirts, leotards and old 
skirts and sit around on the floor. Readers came up with many ideas 
for unusual fun-sounding parties—watch for these in future issues. 
Music, music, music: No matter what the theme, the point of the party 
is music. (One girl recalled with horror, “I once went to a party that 
was so impromptu it didn’t even have a record player!”’) Most people 
like slow and dreamy ballads, a few fast tunes for dancing, anything 
from mood music to progressive jazz for just listening. Our sugges- 
tion: have a variety on hand. If your collection is small, pool it with 
a friend’s. The main thing is to keep it playing! 

A party can get too good, and having one or both parents on call helps 
keep the fun within bounds. (“A chaperon should enjoy his job,” noted 
one girl.) A few girls worried about problems caused by couples 
“wandering off into dark corners.” Solution: keep the lights on, keep 
things happening at the core of the party and those couples might 
just stay. Your parents’ presence—even if unseen—helps here, too. 
Summing it up: Everyone fears a flop, but everyone reports having 
had some fun at every party she attended—so draw your own conclu- 
sions. Our conclusion,for guests and hostess alike, is complete agree- 
ment with the girl who said, “A party is what everyone makes it!”

WHAT U DO?

a. I’m giving a party for about twenty and would like to invite a boy 
in my class who has never asked me for a date.

they skimmed through one for an 
English assignment, searching for 
the thread of the story—and missed 
the point. Jane Austen is full of 
sharp points. Not a sentimental 
novelist at all, she has a genius for 
creating characters and seeing them 
from a deliciously comic point of 
view. Her stories are populated by 
people as romantic, as foolish, as 
passionate, as hypocritical, as witty 
and as real as any you have ever 
met. She wrote with a grace and 
ironic wit that is easy to read—but 
must be read slowly to be enjoyed 
to the full. (Random House pub- 
lishes The Complete Novels of Jane 
Austen in a single-volume Modern 
Library Giant.) 

Director and librettist for First 
Impressions, Abe Burrows is a 
gravel-voiced, red-faced, burly 
man, long hailed as a rough-hewn 
wit and intellectual in Broadway, 
movie and television circles. He 
throws up his hands and asks, 
“Why Jane Austen? Sometimes I 
wish there was a dramatic story 
about how things happen to me. 
Like I was walking down the street 
and pow!” Burrows claps his hand 
to his forehead, “this idea hit me 
like a five-ton safe falling off a roof. 
But it didn’t. It came to me like 
things always do. Someone brought 
it to me. These three young fellows, 
Robert Goldman, Glenn Paxton and 
George Weiss, came to see me with 
the idea, played their music and I 
liked it. I began working on an 
adaptation for the stage last July.” 


Abe catches his breath and adds, 
hoarsely, “With all- thisetalk now 
of England’s angry young men, to 
me Jane Austen was an angry 
young woman way back! She was 
angry about hypocrisy, snobbery, 
the rigid conventions of her period. 
A mother’s only aim in life was to 
marry off her daughters; a girl’s 
entire behavior was devoted to 
landing a man. Everybody can 
identify with the problems in this 
musical: girls can look at Hermione 
Gingold as Mrs. Bennet and say, 
that’s just how my mother is, 
mothers will look at her and see 
someone like themselves—even 
though the character played by 
Hermione is satirized—and say, 
she’s got my problems!” 

He reflects a moment and says, “I 
kept to the flavor of Austen’s lan- 
guage as much as possible in adapt- 
ing the book for the musical. It’s 
sincere. And it’s so topical! It’s a 
funny thing,’ he remarks, “when 
you read Pride and Prejudice, 
there’s this much’”—he holds up his 
thumb and forefinger with about an 
inch of space between them— 
“about contemporary events in the 
book. You don’t know who’s the 
king of England or whatever. I set 
the show in 1813. Why? I don’t 
know, 1812 sounds like a cannon is 
about to go off, 1813 sounded good 
to me.” 

[Editor’s note: 1813 was the year 
Pride and Prejudice was published. 
It was. a good year.]

one, a record album, was a “late, 
late Christmas present,” most were 
for birthdays. There were “joke” 
presents such as five packages of 
chewing gum (twenty-two cents) 
and—expensive for a joke—a Do- 
It-Yourself Voodoo Kit ($1.98). 
“Serious” presents, selected with 
care to delight a special girl, in- 
cluded a rabbit and cage ($3.50), a 
necklace ($4), a small bottle of 
French perfume ($5), a ride over 
the city in an airplane ($19). 

Fifteen of the boys reported 
flowers as an expense at least once 
during the month. Proms and im- 
portant sorority dances were the 
usual occasions; gardenias, carna- 
tions or tea roses ($1.50 to $3) were 
the most popular flowers. One boy 
splurged, spent $10 to buy two 
yellow orchids. (“She said they 
were the only flowers that would 
go with her dress.”) 

“Unless you happen to have a 
father who happens to own a movie 
house, dance hall and restaurant, 
there’s no way of reducing dating 
expenses,” says James Jackson, 18, 
of Toledo, Ohio. In fact, James, like 
most of the other boys, is able to 
cut costs—by double dating, shar- 
ing the expense of buying gasoline. 

Bill Arnold, 17, of Greenwood, 
Mississippi, finds the local teen 
center another great money-saver. 
“The entrance fee is only ten cents 
apiece and we spend the evening 
dancing to records,” he reports. 

There are a few events (sorority 
dances, special turnabout parties) 
for which the girls pay most of the 
expenses. The boys approve of such 
enterprises—as money savers and 
because “they make the girls see 
how expensive dating can be.” 

Thirty of the boys were going 
steady during the month they kept 
a record of their expenses. Many 
said that dating one girl was less 
expensive than playing the field. 
(“You can spend an evening to- 
gether studying or watching TV.” 
“You don’t have to worry about 
trying to make an impression.”) 

In several cases where couples 
have been going steady for a long 
time, the girl helps pay for enter- 
tainment. One boy explains: “The 
first time my girl told me I had been 
spending too much money on her 
and offered to buy the movie tickets, 
I was shocked. But shock and con- 
venience soon blended. I learned to 
accept her contributions.” 

But actual expense records show 
that some boys may be fooling 
themselves about the cash advan- 
tage of going steady. Those who go 
steady generally spend the most 
money for gifts and for gasoline, 
often they drive their girls to and 
from school “and everywhere else 
she wants to go.” 

Boys’ expenses take a variety of 
forms. One boy spent $2.50 to buy 
himself a shirt to match his girl’s. 
Others listed a shoe shine (twenty- 
five cents) and a hair cut ($1.75) 
as expenses of dating. One boy 
spent $2.50 for tickets to a sym- 
phony concert while another paid 
$3.50 for gasoline for a boat to take 
his girl water skiing. 

Bill McCleary, 18, Victoria, 
Texas, sums up the boys’ feelings: 
“We regret that we’re spending so 
much money but we don’t regret 
spending it on the girls. They’re 
pretty wonderful creatures!”

fashionably fair. Use regular sun 
creams and lotions at first; after 
your skin is just the right lightly 
golden shade you want it, keep it 
that way by switching to lotions 
with stronger protection. Many of 
these special sun guards come in 
different strengths; some—espe- 
cially good for those of you who are 
allergic to sun—can block out the 
sun’s rays completely. If you don’t 
like freckles (we do!) stay out of 
the sun as much as possible, cover 
yourself up with a good sun-blocker 
whenever you do go out.

to split and break, dulling the sheen 
of your hair. A detergent shampoo, 
on the other hand, is fine for oily or 
for coarse hair. If your hair is ex- 
cessively oily in summer, shampoo 
with tincture of green soap or fol- 
low your regular shampoo with a 
rinse of vinegar (a teaspoonful) in 
a glass of warm water. This gives 
extra body to thin hair too. Fre- 
quent washings—which swell hair 
—or a protein rinse and shampoo 
will also starch thin, limp hair. 
When you curl your sun set, 
dampen your hair first with water 
or cologne and water mixed. When 
you want a quick set, dampen hair 
only slightly. Except in emergen- 
cies, thin or very straight hair needs 
a good dampening to curl properly. 
Don’t be bound by rules (even 
ours!) when you set your hair. 
Where you want height, for exam- 
ple, curl your hair on rollers even 
if the directions (see page 117) say 
pin curls. Where you want a tighter 
curl than indicated, substitute pin 
curls for rollers. Experiment! 
Five last words... 
1. Wear a cap when you swim. 
2. Invest in a cute sun hat. Wear it. 
3. If you toss your hat aside, pro- 
tect hair by rubbing a bit of your 
sun-tan cream or lotion through it. 
4. Trim hair about every three 
weeks. It grows faster in summer. 
5. Counteract dryness before it 
starts this summer; rub a little hair 
conditioner over your brush, brush 
it through your hair. Or use one of 
the new spray-on conditioners.

to the other extreme that by the 
time I finish eating, the pure phy- 
sical pain makes me hate myself.

WHAT'S NEW? About eighty thousand campus seats will be 
vacant next September, according to a forecast by the 
College Entrance Examination Board, college admissions 
officers, high school principals and counselors. At the 


same time, seventy-five to one hundred "prestige" 
schools along the coasts are overloaded with applicants. 

If you are graduating from high school this month and 
haven't found a college to attend, you may be able to find 
a place by registering with the College Admissions Center 
in Northbrook, Illinois. Basically a clearing house, the 
Center brings names and credentials of college candi- 
dates before admissions officers of institutions which 
seek additional students. It does not guarantee place- 
ment, but ninety-five per cent of those boys and girls 
who have registered have had college offers. 

Starting June 15, and continuing through Monday, 
August 31, 1959, many admissions officers will visit the 
Center. Other schools will have lists of prospective 
students mailed directly to their offices. If you want to 
file your name with the Center, obtain a registration 
form from your high school principal or guidance offi- 
cer, or by writing to Dr. Gary Mills, Director, College 
Admissions Center, Glenbrook High School, Northbrook, 
Illinois. Once your data is on file, colleges associated 
with the Center which have vacancies will correspond 
with you if they feel you are qualified and would be 
interested in their institution. 

Another such clearing house, the College Admissions 
Assistance Center, is in New York City. Chiefly concerned 
with residents and colleges in New York City, it also 


cooperates with out-of-city colleges and universities. | 
If you are interested in registering with this Center, . | 
write to Mr. Robert Lincoln, Executive Director, Council 
of Higher Educational Institutions, 535 East 80 Street, 
New York 21, New York. 

Both centers charge a ten-dollar registration fee. 


Humanities course at Reed College meets outdoors on warm day 


WHERE TO GO? This month we’ve chosen Reed College, one of 
the leading coeducational liberal arts colleges in America, lo- 
cated on a ninety-acre campus outside Portland, Oregon. 
Reed is an especially attractive school for girls who want to 
obtain a sound academic education. Approximately thirty-seven 
per cent of the student body of 650 are girls. Their high intel-

To be accepted by most airlines you must be single, have a 
pleasant, outgoing personality, meet certain physical require- 
ments (they vary, but the range is, in age, twenty to twenty- 
seven; height, five feet two to five feet eight; weight, one hundred 
to one hundred thirty-five pounds), have excellent health, clear 
skin, good eyesight (some companies allow eyeglasses and con- 
tact lenses, others do not). Education requirements vary—college 
graduates are preferred. Some airlines require a minimum of two 
years of college, others accept a high school diploma. 

If accepted, you will have a four to seven week period of 
training which includes familiarization with actual duties of the 
job: completing flight reports, understanding flight plans, pre- 
paring meals, providing for passenger comfort, giving first aid, 
taking care of babies, operating the public address system. In- 
struction also includes personal grooming and aircraft details. 

Starting salaries range from $205 to $285 a month as base pay 
for about sixty-five to sixty-eight flying hours, plus a bonus for 
each flying hour in excess of the base. Regular raises are given. 
Stewardesses are assigned to a home location and when away 
from it receive money for living expenses. Fringe benefits may 
include free transportation for stewardess and her parents, low- 
cost life and health insurance, paid vacations, sick leave and 
retirement benefits.
